Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that because the Vaid 
reference does not teach assigning a disposition and level of severity of network events the rejections are improper, is not persusaive. 
The 103 rejection of the previous Office action explicitly points to the relevent portions of Vaid (5/12/05; paragraph 15), wherein network 
events are classified based on traffic classes, traffic policies, traffic rules and traffic entities (col. 14:29-32). Furthermore, the policies 
defined using the classifications are used for security and resouce management on firewall platforms (col. 4:35-45). Hence, the 
combination of these four classifications cover the limitation in question. 
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
